COST OF LIVING 


Slight Advance Since June 


Says State Commission 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATK HOUSE, Boston, Sept. 21.— 


The cost of living- has advanceJ ap- 
proximately ono and llircc-tonths ji«r 
cent slnco last June, according to fls- 
urcs published today by the smte com- 
mission on necessaries of life. 


August showed an Increase of nearly 


one-half of orta per cent, the advance

Cho commission points out. the cost of 
living IE 61.4 per cent higher'than In 
July, lliH, when the war broke out.
